This v i 11 (gc is pleasantly and romantic- 
allv situated in a beautiful and rich val¬ 
ley, guarded on cither side by lofty ai d 
precipitous Llufis, which fiom tbc ever¬ 
greens growing upon their borders and 
variegated colors, present a singularly 
picturesque appearance The mountains 
and tabic land adjttcent are thickly stud¬ 
ded with magnificent and lolly pines, ce¬ 
dars and oaks; while in the valley,dressed 
in her richest and rarest colors, flora 
reigns supreme.
